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Arrest of a Desperate Murderer. |

A RIVAL TO TIHF BENDER FAMILY--HEETLLS
OXE BLOTHER AND THREATENS ANOTHER
A SECOND VICTIM DISCOVERED.

Mirnwaukes, Jannary 17.—Bob Turner,
of Potosi, Graut county, Wisconsin, was
arrested for the murder of Lis brother Al-
Lert. The inguest, which has just heen
coneluded, reveals a Lloodthirsty depravi-
ty, rivaling the Bender family. The mar-
dered man was killed with anaxe, his head
being nearly severed from his body, as he
was comng out of a mineral hole in which
e was at work. He fell back speechless,
and mpever moved. The murderer then
called to another brother, Newton, who
was in an adjoining shaft, to come up, and
Newton commenced to climb.  \When he
reached the sueface he perceived the body
of the murdered Albert, and was aboot to

run. when Bob seized him, and showing

him the bloody axe, threatened to kill him
instantly nnless he swore to assist in put-
ting the body away and topreserve silence.
To this Newton assented, but on the first
uppurtuuily he escaped to Potosi, where
he gave Lhe alarm, and the murdever fled
to Lancaster, He was pursued, arrested,
and lodged in prison, where he soon at-

. tempted the life of his koeper.

The second murder which has just come

| to light, is that of Olney Neeley, a youth

of the town of Ellinbore’. Bob Tuarner
was then cutting hoop poles for Mr. Bell.
On Tuesday., December 23, the boy Neeley
started from Bell's to visit his mother. who
resides in New Califormia.  His road lay
through limber belonging to Bailey, whe
Turner was at work. That was the last
seen of voung Neeley until the 9th of Jan-
uary. The people residing in the neigh-
borhood baving beard of Turner s murder-
ons propensity, and knowing that yvoung
Neeley had to pass near where he was at
work, turned ont on Friday Jast to hnnt
for his remains.
